(b)  Health  Visitors: 

The  County  Council  provided  a service  of  health  visitors  in  the  Borough. 
There  were  tliree  full  time  Health  Visitors,  v/orking  from  the  Eveshsun  Clinic 
throughout  the  year , on  general  duties,. 
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A geriatric  Health  Visitor,  provided  by  the  Coimty  Council,  was  also 
available  throughout  the  year  to  visit  elderly  people  in  the  Borough  in 
special  need  of  care  and  attention. 

During  the  year,  the  County  Medical  Officer  was  able  to  provide  office 
and  store  accommodation  for  her  at  the  Evesham  Clinic, 

In  addition,  a tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  was  available  for  part-time  work  in  the  Borough. 

(c ) The  Midwifery  Services  and  Home  Nursing; 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  domiciliary  nursing  and  mid- 
wifery services.  Three  nurses  resident  in  Evesham  carried  out  Midwifery, 
Maternity  and  General  Home  Nursing  within  the  Borough.  Another  nurse 
resident  in  Evesham  carried  out  general  home  nursing  only.  (High  Street 
Nurses'  Home,  Telephone  No.  Evesham  2328). 

) School  HeaEth  Services: 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  cin  extensive  school  health 
service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  Medical  Inspections  of  school 
children  were  carried  out  and  special  clinics,  e.g. , audiometric, 
orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental,  child  guidance,  etc.,  were  available 
for  the  reference  of  children  v;here  more  detailed  investigation  and 
treatment  were  required.  An  Open-air  School  was  available  at  iialvern 
to  which  children  who  were  thought  to  be  likely  to  benefit  from  a change 
of  air  and  environment  could  be  sent, 

(e)  Laboratory  Facilities: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  provided,  at  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
Worcester,  facilities  for  the  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of 
ice-cream,  milk,  water,  pies,  sausages  and  other  foodstuffs  in  addition  to 
specimens  and  swabs  connected  v/ith  the  diagnosis  and  spread  of  infectious 
diseases. 


Chemical  analysis  of  v/ater  and  foodstuffs  when  required  was  carried 
out  by  the  County  Analyst,  Worcester.

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(g)  Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  Smallpox  Vaccination  Service: 

This  was  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

(h)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Service: 

This  service  v;as  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

(i)  Ambulance  Service: 

This  was  provided  by  the  County  Council.  The  new  temporary  Ambulance 
Station  in  Abbey  Road  was  put  into  operational  use  on  1st  November,  19^5 » 
in  a building  leased  from  the  G.P.O. 

( j ) Health  Education: 

A weekly  programme  of  talks,  demonstrati ona  and  films  on  personal 
and  community  hygiene,  first  aid  and  mothercraft,  was  given  to  senior 
girls  at  the  Evesham  County  Secondary  School  throughout  the  school  year. 

The  Council  continued  to  contribute  to  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education. 

A V/ater  Safety  campaign,  with  a display  of  posters  in  schools,  with 
special  reference  to  rivers,  waa  carried  out  in  the  summer. 

(k)  Services  to  Old  People: 

The  services  detailed  in  previous  reports  continued  throughout  the 
year,  and  much  voluntary  work  was  done. 

In  one  case  in  19^5  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47 
of  the  National  Assistance  Acts  (1948  to  195'!)  to  provide  the  necessary 
hospital  care  and  medical  attention. 

Mrs.  G.Ii.  Gill  Smith,  the  local  V/.V.S.  Organiser,  52,  Merstow  Green, 
Evesham,  organised  services  v/hich  included  a Horae  Help  service,  \7.V.S. 
Clothing  Store,  a Meals  on  V/heels  service,  a Darby  and  Joan  Club,  and  other 
activities.  A training  course  for  home  helps,  organised  by  the  County 
Health  Department  at  the  Evesham  clinic , was  well  attended. 

The  Old  People's  \7elfare  Committee  (Chairman,  Alderman  E,A.  Andrews, 
Secretary,  C.H,  Tutton,  St.  Cadoc , Blaclcrainster  (Telephone,  Badsey  584), 
continued  its  activities  during  the  year.  A noteworthy  development  has 
been  the  increasing  interest  taken  by  young  people  in  the  needs  of  the 
elderly.  The  Youth  Council,  the  Youth  Clubs,  and  Prince  Henry's  Granmar 
School,  have  been  among  those  active  in  this  field.  Services  to  old 
people  have  not  only  included  visiting  them  in  their  homes  or  in  hospital, 
but  practical  help  with  such  activities  as  house  painting  and  decorating, 
collecting  and  chopping  firewood,  and  gardening. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


V/ATER  S1DFPPLY: 

\7ater  is  supplied  by  the  East  V/orcestershire  Waterworks  Company  and  is 
obtained  from  three  sources,  as  foilo\;s:- 

1 . The  Principal  supply  is  derived  from  six  springs  in  the  Middle  Hill  and 
Snowshill  area  of  the  Cotswolds.  The  springs  are  situated  in  upland 
agricultural  and  wooded  land.  The  water  issues  from  the  Inferior  Oolite 
and  Cotswold  sands  on  Upper  Lias  clay.  After  collection  into  chambers 
the  water  gravitates  to  Broadway  reservoir,  and  is  of  excellent  quality 
though  rather  hard. 

2.  An  auxiliary  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Pinnock  area  in  Gloucestershire 
where  the  effluent  from  tv/o  springs  are  collected  and  pumped  to  the  Broadway 
Reservoir.  This  supply  is  situated  in  the  River  Thames  watershed  and 

the  pumping  is  restricted. 

At  the  Broadway  Reservoir  which  is  an  enclosed  chamber  holding  two  and 
a half  million  gallons,  the  water  is  chlorinated  before  entering  the  mains 
leading  to  the  town, 

J>.  An  additional  supply  is  available  from  a 6*'  main  which  is  connected  to 
the  main  Coventry  Aqua duct  at  Lower  moor.  This  supply,  which  feeds  into  the 
Greenhill  area  - the  district  most  remote  from  the  Broadway  Reservoir  - is 
only  brought  into  use  during  shortage  periods  and  to  increase  pressure  at 
Greenhill  when  necessary.  Booster  pumps  are  also  provided  at  the  old 
Broadway  reservoir  and  at  Hampton. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  restrict  the  supply  during  the  year,  other 
than  prohibition  of  use  of  hosepipes. 

Only  four  properties  - isolated  farms  and  houses,  \i/ith  a population  of 
twelve,  are  without  mains  water  for  domestic  use,  all  other  houses  being 
connected  to  the  mains.  No  houses  are  supiDlied  by  standpipe.

One  chemical  sample  proved  satisfactory. 

The  three  unsatisfactory  samples  from  tov;n  distribution  pipes  were 
t'aken  from  services  on  new  housing  estates  in  Hampton  and  were  due  to 
general  disturbance  in  mains  and  new  pipes.  Subsequent  examinations 
proved  satisfactory. 

Summary : 

The  Borough  is  adequately  served  with  wholesome  water,  vh.th  the  ex- 
ception of  certain  areas  of  new  development  in  Hanpton  where  pressure  is 
low  and  on  occasions  supply  is  intermittent. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEl/ERAGE  DISPOSAL: 


\7ith  the  exception  of  approximately  some  60  houses,  all  houses  in  the 
Borough  are  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system. 

The  whole  of  the  tov/n's  sewers  gravitate  to  the  Abbey  Road  Pxjmping 
Station  (the  site  of  the  old  sewerage  works).  The  sewage  enters  this 
pumping  station  at  tv;o  levels  and  the  contents  of  the  lower  sewer  have 
to  be  pumped  up  to  the  upper  level. 

At  the  Abbey  Road  Pumping  station,  10  times  dry  weather  flow  is  decanted 
directly  into  the  river.  Between  3 and  10  times  dry  weather  flov/  is  taken 
off  into  storm  water  tanks  (adapted  from  the  settling  tank  of  the  old  works) 
and  after  sedimentation  supernatant  water  is  passed  to  the  river.  Sludge 
from  these  tanks  is  returned  to  the  main  sev/erage  stream,  which  is  then  pump.;d 
to  the  Sewage  Disposal  IVorks  at  Clarks  Hill,  ilampton  (a  distance  of  1^  miles). 
During  the  course  of  the  year  over  291,029»000  gallons  of  sewage  were  treated. 

At  the  V/orks  the  sewage  passes  into  detritus  tanks  which  are  provided  v/ith 
continuous  automatic  screens.  Heavy  materials  are  dredged  v/eekly  by  mech- 
anical means. 

Sedimentation  takes  place  in  four  rectangular  tanks  v/hich  are  mechanically 
swept . 

Nine  circular  bacteria  beds  are  provided  containing  about  12,000  cu.yds. 
of  filter  media,  and  four  hopper  bottomed  humus  tanks  remove  colloidal  matter 
before  the  effluent  is  passed  to  the  River  Avon, 

Regular  samples  of  effluent  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the  Sewage  l/orks 
i'ianager,  and  the  following  shov/s  average  results:

Sludge  is  first  digested  and  either  dried  on  imderdrained  beds  or 
composted  with  strav/,  and  then  as  far  as  practicable,  disposed  of  to  loCcuL 
market  gardeners  or  farmers.  Some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  drying  during 
inclement  weather,  and  arrangements  for  further  capacity  for  drying  either  by 
additional  beds  or  mechanical  means  is  now  essential.  The  Council's  con- 
sultant engineer  has  been  instructed  to  advise  in  this  matter. 

Remarks : 

In  general,  the  tov/n  is  adequately  served  by  an  efficient  sewer  service 
and  an  effluent  disposal  plant. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 


Trade  and  house  refuse  is  collected  once  v;eekly,  with  the  exception  of 
certain  shops  and  catering  premises,  which  during  the  summer  months  are 
serviced  twice  weekly.  A charge  of  6d.  per  bin  is  made  for  trade  refuse. 

Refuse  v;c.S  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  lierrybrook  Tip. 

A bulldozer  was  provided  for  levelling  and  earth  spreading  to  control  the 
tip,  and  regular  spraying  and  dusting  v;ith  insecticide  powder  spraying 
was  C£irried  out  to  control  insect  and  fly  infestation. 

Street  cleansing  was  carried  out  by  the  street  orderly  system  in  the 
central  area  of  the  tovm,  and  by  mechanical  sweeping  in  the  remainder  of  the 
area.  Gullies  were  emptied  by  the  Council's  ovm  Gulley  Emptying  iiachine. 

SWimiNG  BATHS: 

The  only  swimming  bath  open  to  the  public  in  the  area  is  the  Corporation 
ovmed  pool  at  Common  Road,  Evesham.  The  baths  are  open-air  type  and  v/ere 
open  from  May  to  September.  Mains  water  is  used  to  fill  the  pool  and  contin- 
uous mechanical  filtration  takes  place  through  pressure  sand  filter,  v/ith  the 
addition  of  floculating  agent.  Breaicpoint  chlorination  is  also  a continuous 
process,  soda  ash  being  added  to  control  acidity  of  water,  and  alumina  ferric 
used  for  floculation. 


V/ater  was  examined  for  free  chlorine  every  tv/o  hours  whilst  the  baths 
were  open  and  a typical  log  sheet  on  a v/arm  day  with  a heavy  bathing  load

During  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December,  a small  survey 
was  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  adequacy  and  suitability  of  lighting  in 
offices,  v^/ith  the  following  results

Where  there  v;ere  a number  of  separate  v/orking  surfaces  in  a room, 
the  lowest  recording  has  been  talcen. 

The  majority  of  offices  in  the  area  are  not  in  purpose-built  premises, 
but  are  adaiotations  and  conversions  of  dwelling  houses.  These  houses 
were  built  to  a standard  requiring  a minimum  window  area  of  one  tenth 
of  the  floor  area.  Although  most  windows  are  somewhat  larger  than  this 
and  generally  natural  light  level  is  good,  they  do  not  provide  a uniform 
intensity  of  light,  particularly  in  dull  weather.  To  avoid  glare  and 
possibly  heat  from  windovi/s  facing  the  sun,  it  was  observed  that  many 
desks  and  working  surfaces  v/ere  positioned  away  from  the  windov/s,  in 
relatively  dark  places.  Full  advantage  of  natural  light,  therefore, 
is  not  talcen.  The  use  of  blinds  could  help  in  this  matter. 

In  the  majority  of  offices  artificial  light  was  provided  by  batten 
fitted  fluorescent  tubes,  with  preference  for  warm  white,  and  warm  white 
de  luxe  colour.  These  v/ere  usually  fitted  in  long  lengths  down  the 
centre  of  the  office  ceiling,  and  it  is  felt  that  a nivnber  of  smaJ.ler 
tubes  suitably  sited  would  provide  more  flexible  sources  of  light,  and 
would  help  to  maintain  a more  uniform  illumination,  particularly  in  dull 
weather  when  a better  balance  betv/een  natural  and  artificial  light  is 
desirable . 

Although  no  bad  exaiaples  of  glare  v/ere  observed,  it  was  considered 
that  diffusers  could  be  used  in  many  offices  with  advantage.  It  would 
seem  that  diffusers  are  considered  to  be  ornamental  luxury  fittings,  and 
the  higher  up  the  executive  scale  of  office  staff,  the  greater  appears  to 
be  their  use. 

In  many  offices  desk  lamias  v/ere  in  use,  which,  whilst  providing 
adequate  lighting  on  v/orking  surfaces,  were  too  frequently  used  v/lien 
general  lighting  v/as  poor;  filing  cabinets,  record  cupboards,  etc.  , 
being  sited  in  relatively  dark  places. 

Staircase,  corridors,  etc.,  were  adequately  lit,  but  occasionally 
there  v/as  an  absence  of  two-way  switch  controls  to  staircase  and  landing 
lights.  Single  toilet  compartments  v/ere  usually  v/ell  lit,  but  the 
multiple  toilet  rooms  were  occasionally  found  to  be  dark;  in  a few 
instances  water  closets  relied  on  borrov/ed  light  from  intervening  ven- 
tilated spaces. 

No  specific  standards  have  been  asked  for,  but  the  British  Lighting 
Council's  recommendations  have  been  used  as  a general  guide.  On  checking 
with  office  personnel,  this  stand^ird  appears  to  be  adequate.
